with Iv ce Harv ey Oswald and 
the late Dav id W. Ferric in 
1963. 
The decis ion came after a 
long night of bitte r s umma­ 
tions 
in 
which 
Dis t. 
Atty . 
Jim Garris on emotionally a t­ 
tacked the v ery core of the 
federal s y s tem and inv oked 
Kennedy ’s own words in a 
final effort to win a conv ic­ 
tion. 
Garris on hims elf was 
a t­ 
tacked by Shaw’s chief a t­ 
torney , F. Irv in Dy mond, as 
us ing Shaw as an innocent 
v ictim in a v endetta agains t 
the 
United 
States 
gov ern­ 
ment. 
Shaw, obv ious ly worn from 
the long day , but s till s m il­ 
ing, s hook the hand of each 
juror as he l e f t the court­ 
room.

The count of a t leas t 
nine was mandatory for a v er­ 
dict either way under Louis i­ 
ana’s cons piracy law. 
Piercing s creams f r o m fe­ 
male members of the packed 
courtroom and applaus e greet­ 
ed the v erdict. Dis t. Judge Ed­ 
ward A. Haggerty Jr. did not 
attempt tos tpp it. 
Claimed Truth Hidden 
In his dramatic s ummnation, 
Garris on told the jurors the 
truth of the as s as s ination had 
been hidden from the world 
and that only they could s how 
that the gov ernment could not 
control the liv es of ev ery one. 
Garris on, who had appeared 
only briefly d u r i n g Shaw’s 
tria l for cons piring with Lee 
Harv ey Os wald and the late 
Dav id Fe rrie to as s as s inate 
Kennedy , s av ed the final s um­ 
mation for hims elf. 
Garris on s aid although he 
knew Shaw was guilty , he ad­ 
mitted he had w a i t e d all 
through the tria l to s ee “ the

You can’t argue much with Councilman Bill Davidson’ 
explanation of h is introduction of a measure to éliminât 
th e display of gas war signs. He h as explained th at h e 
sponsored th e control device on th e premise th at anyone 
h as a righ t to be h eard before th e City Council. 
As a result o f his helpfulness, he has been delug ed 
with calls fro m peo ple who think a serv ice 
sho uld 
be able to display g as war sig ns if it wants 
to . Obv io usly 
the driv ing public likes a g as war, ev en tho ug h it is murder 
o il the statio n o perato rs. 
Davidson’s position leaves us little basis on wh ich to 
disagree with h im personally but plenty of issue can be 
taken with h is proposal. It is doubtful, of course, th at th e 
sign control m easure will get even one vote in th e council, 
.« :ince Davidson h imself seems doubtful th at h e will vole 
for it. 


Th e m ajor service stations, some of wh ich were a party 
to th e control m easure, must not th ink th e proposal h as 
much 01 a ch ance, eith er. Oth erwise, th ey would never 
h ave raised th e price of gasoline one cent a gallon wh en 
th e latest gas war ended. 
Wh en you are trying to get a favorable piece of legisla­ 
tion passed, it is no time to raise prices. Wh eth er th e pi ice 
h ike is justified or not, it tends to incur some animosities. 
And the raise do es demo nstrate the fo lly o f the effo rt 
to fo rbid the display o f sig ns sho wing the price o f Sas 
during a “ war.” Ho w can y o u justify such a pro hibitio n 
when o n the o ther hand, petro leum interests are allo wed 
to raise prices at will? 
Nobodv wants to put 
a 
lid on th e price of gasoline 
but th ey don’t want, eith er, a m easure th at tends to put 
a bottom under th e price. People want th e price 
o f th ings 
to go down, if possible, as well as up. 


Wh en all is said and done, th e only th ing you can rely 
upon is free and open competition and government sh ould 
do as little as possible in interfering with th is. Competition 
can be a pretty ruth less th ing but it is th e basis of our 
democracy. 
In such a situation, th ere are operations th at rely upon 
price-cutting and th ere are th ose th at depend more h eavily 
upon service, upon quality and upon satisfied customers. 
But price remains th e king in th e American economy. 
Price, for instance, is likely to drastically ch ange th e 
scene for medicine in th is country some day in th e future 
Everyone agrees th at quality and convenience are h igh 
in th e medical practice but price is beginning to come 
to th e front as an offsetting liability. 
Every man and woman wants th e best medical care 
available but most people h ave a limited financial ability 
to pay 
fo r th is. Th ey like th e care th ey get ^ 
a few 
days stay in a h ospital but th ey are agh ast at th e $*.00 
to $400 bill th at is th en presented to th em. 


Practical Safety Standards 


They are dumfo unded when they g et a bill fro m their 
do cto r fo r sev eral hundred do ilars fo r so mething o n wiiieh 
he mig ht hav e spent an ho ur o f his time, at mo st. They 
are g rateful lo r his ability but they can’t understand his 
g reed. 
And if th ey h appen to get in serious h ealth trouble 
extending over a longer period of time, th ey are disiUusioned 
by financial prostration. Th ere are many wh o find proh ibitive 
th e rates for an adequate h ealth insurance program. 
Th e same th ing is h appening th rough out many oth er 
areas of th e economy. Th e American people ^» ye long 
ago h itch ed th eir star to quality, if not luxury, but it h as 
not always worked out as th ey migh t h ave th ough t. 
No t ev ery thing billed as quality turns o ut that way 
and that which do es can be an unex pected blo w to the family 
finances. 


Gov. Norbert Tiemaim is correct in 
th at we sh ould h ave and probably will 
h ave auto safety standards to comply with 
federal regulations. But h e is wTong in 
h is assessment of wh y th e latest set of 
standards h as been questioned by tlie Leg­ 
islature. 
it is not, as h e said, because a few 
farm ers h ad a few old trucks th ey used 
around th e h ome and didn’t want to h ave 
th em repaired. Th e governor’s attitude on 
th e auto inspection business demonstrates 
th e fact th at h e h as lost contact with th e 
average voter. 
Th e governor probably does not drive 
a car five or 10 years old. And if h is 
car needed some repairs, we th ink h e could 
easily afford it. But h e obviously th inks 
everyone is as well off as th e years in 
th e banking business h ave made h im. All 
Nebraskans are not th at well off. Th ey 
object to safety standards th at are too 
rigid, requiring th em to make substantial 
outlays of cash for repairs th at are not es­ 
sential. 


A sligh t deviation in alignment in your 
car or its h eadligh ts or a sligh tly faulty 
exh aust system are not potential disasters. 
Th ey can become dangerous but th e in­ 
spection laws as th ey were allowed for no 
discretion in making needed repairs. 


And th e governor is exaggerating th ings 
wh en h e cites th e 48 1 record h igh way 
death s in 1968 . Sure, it was a record and 
we will h ave a new record every year 
because th ere are more cars on th e road 
every year. Th is isn’t good but it sh ould 
be properly considered, not used as a 
device to jam down people’s th roats a 
bureaucratic program th at could be soften­ 
ed. And to use th e h igh way death toll-fig- 
ure for auto safety regulations is questiona­ 
ble wh en you consider th at probably less 
th an 5 per cent of th e accidents involved 
can be attributed to any mech anical de­ 
ficiency. 


Th e governor h as apparently forgotten 
h ow h ard it can be for a family to make 
ends meet.

City Council to carry out an | 
urban renewal program in a | 
333-acre area of South Omaha ; 
was discussed briefly on the, 
floor of the Legislature Fri-| 
day, then held until next Tues­ 
day. 
An amendment to the bill, j 
LB 190, to allow the Lincoln i 
City Council to implement an 
urban renewal program b y, 
ordinance was approved by | 
the Legislature before it ad­ 
journed for the w eekend. 


The bill originally was pro­ 
posed by State 
Sec. 
Ter­ 
ry Carpenter of Scottsbluff, 
who 
supports the

as 
a m e n d e d . 
The 
com-' 
pulsory urban renewal pro­ 
gram was proposed by State 
Sen. Eugene T. Mahoney of 


Omaha and was endorsed by 
the Omaha City Council at the 
committee hearing 
on the

renewal proposal were voiced 
by

senators, 
\\hllard Waldo of DeWitt and

Waldo said he was “ not op­ 
posing urban renewal as such. 
But the people of Omaha have 
voted on the problem twice 
and defeated it both times.

Whitney asked to lay the 
bill over in order to get a 
better look at it. 
Carpenter

the picture is one of “disuni­ 
ty , indecision, stagnation and 
resignation” among European 
nations.

ago

over 
Vietnam, 
failure 
in 
gnettos ana problems of race 
and poverty .” 
Quite Difterent 
Today the situation seems 
quite different, he said, and 
he told the students that the

credited to the Apollo shot, a 
new administration or a new 
chapter in history . 
“Whatever it is, I see a 
tangible restoration of that 
most tangible of American 
qualities — the quality of op­ 
timism,” he said. 
“ I wish,” he commented,

’‘unconditionally sup p ort the 
moral right of any individual 
to seek and obtain any hous­ 
ing which is available on a 
p ublic basis,” according to 
the statement. 
"We urge the p eop le of 
Nebraska to coop erate with 
efforts being made to cure the 
sickness of racism which is 
manifested by discriminatory 
p ractices in he acquisition of 
housing,” the group stated. 
Two legislative bills p ro­ 
p osing state aid to children 
who attend n o n - p u b 1 i c 
schools, LB 1022 and LB 1083. 
also were endorsed by the 
conference.
